It leaves 
no mark, but the pain is maddening, and 
or months afterwards the part—when 
touched—is tender in rainy weather, or 
vhen it gets wet in washing. 
I have 


seen a man who treats ordinary pain 
ightly, roll on the ground in agony after 
)eing stung, and I have know a horse so 
completely mad after getting into a grove 
of the trees that he rushed open-mouthed 
at every one who approached him, and 
lad to be shot. Dogs when stung will 
rush about whining piteously, and biting 
pieces from the affected part. 


Telephoning by underground cables has 


been pronounced impracticable for the 
reason that such ca.bles must necessarily 
each contain a considerable number of 
conducting wires and the induction pre- 
vents speech. By means of a special ar- 
rangement of the circuits, Messrs. Felton

la It True Unit Womnn'tt Brnlii Renchen 
Maturity of Development at Twenty. 


Since this man and that, learned in 


comparative anatomy, but perhaps, not 
learned enough, declare that women's 
brains reach maturity of physical devel- 
opment at twenty, and thus, by correla- 
tion of intellectual development too, while 
the growth of the brain of man goes on 
indefinitely, is it not something singular 
that so many men are men of brilliant 
youth and promise and no subsequent ac- 
complishment ? They may have led their 
classes in the university with almost phe- 
nomenal brilliancy of scholarship, never 
to be heard from again, with not a hand 
raised above the dead level of the sea of 
mediocrity which has swamped them. 
And how many a dullard has stood first on 
one foot and then on the other before the 
professor, suddenly in late years to blaze 
before the world in works of wonder! 
To mention no names, can we not all of 
us remember men who have simply ac- 
complished the ideas of their youth and 
never added a new one to their number, 
and recall this individual and the other 
who have been known as men of one book, 
one song, one play, one discovery ? 
And 


this being absolute fact and indisputable, 
what authority has any savant to say that 
the brain of such men goes on with the 
indefinite growth and development, other 
than as we may hope all things move 
with wise development to some purpose 1 


Let us take the examples of a few scat- 


tering names of random women, as they 
occur to us, not staying to pick and choose. 
Harriet 
Martineau, although she had 


written short tales and tracts before, was 
thirty-seven when her first novel was pub- 
lished, and all her best and important 
work was done after that. Mrs. Barbauld 
was thirty when her first volume of poems 
was published, which is certainly not an 
early age, even allowing that most of them 
were written earlier. 
George Sand was 


twenty-eight when she wrote Indiana, the 
first work in which she had no coadjutor, 
nnd all her work of any import was done 
in lalur juars>. 
Kllziibr-th Montagu was 


forty when her first work, the Dialogues 
of the dead, was printed. 
Anne Whit- 


ney, 
the sculptor of Sam Adams, was 


thirty-eight when slie first found she could 
model in clay. 
Mrs. Stowe was in her 


thirty-eighth year when she began to 
vrite Uncle Tom's Cabin. Francis Power 
Cobb was of the same age when writing 
ntuitivc Morals. Marian Evans had ar- 
ivcd at middle age before she came be- 
brc the public, and was an old woman 
vhen she was receiving its sweetest 
plaudits. 


Of course we might go on citing names 


"orever, and prove nothing, as one swal- 
ow does not make a summer, and as just 
,s many more could be cited of youthful 
production. 
All that we would maintain 


s that the statement either pro or con 
shows nothing ; this one is early, that one 
s late—that is all. 
The same is equally 


;rue of the development and achievement 
of men ; Milton writes "Paradise Lost" 
,t fifty, Shakespeare writes "Midsummer 
Night's Dream" at thirty. 


One is sometimestempted to think with 


Alphoase Karr that there is really nothing 
so ignorant as the savant. 
He discovers 


lis one little fact or group of facts ; he 
lolds them up to the light from his one 
single point of view, and they darken all 
.he rest of the universe. 
By what means 


the peculiar and particular savants with 
vhom we are dealing arrive at their con- 
clusion that the brain of woman docs not 
develop after twenty we do not pretend 
;o know, since they can hardly examine 
.he brain of the same woman at twenty 
and again at forty, and to the vulgar ig- 
norance of the unlearned there would 
lardly seem to be any other way of find- 
ng out the fact. 


Taking brains at hap-hazard for exam- 


jle is a hardly more accurate way of ar- 
riving at correct results than using them 
it bap-hazard is ; and we cannot believe 
;hat anyone, or all of our anatomists have 
drawn deductions from a sufficient num- 
ier of brains at relative ages to warrant 
them in their conclusions. 
Nor should 


we hold them warranted if they had, 
since the brains, as we have said, could 
in no case show the progress of individu- 
als, and averages prove utterly nothing in 
such a study. 
What a texture of certain 


brains may be belongs only to certain 
cases; and the theory that Mary Ann 
Evan's brain is undeveloped by years is 
offset in scientific value, so far as the 
drawing of deductions is concerned, by 
the opposite fact that Marian Evan's is 
developed by years. Of course the savant 
claims Marian Evans, and all others whose 
name and fame work against his theory, 
as the exception to the feminine rule 
just so far as they differ from the average 
of women, according to his light, do they 
approach the average of men. 


Without pausing to remark, by the way, 


that we should like to see the average o; 
men capable of Marian Evaa's work, we 
would say that we should have no quarre 
with any statement implying the superi- 
ority of the masculine brain at present 
all our quarrel is with the statement tha 
it is always to remain superior, and the 
feminine brain is always to remain the 
negative and abortive organ that ceases 
development at twenty. There is ever 
reason why the masculine should be the 
superior up to the present moment, uude 
all the forces of civilization that tbi 
world has known.

thought of brains; the habit of mastery 
creates responsibility and fosters intellect 
Having mastery, the man has placed him 
self in every favorable condition. Am 
woman might catch what she could ? No 
even that, nor hold what she happened tc 
catch. "Has there been money to descei 
it baa descended to the son. 
Many exer- 


cises of the intellect, many studies, sue' 


as thp ransacking of archives for history, 
;n% culture of art and philosophy—need 
money for their pursuit; it is the son 
and not the daughter that has had it; 
Scholarship, too, in the beginning was a 
matter for the priests ; and women were 
not priests, men were. 
When it ceased 


o be confined to priests it still naturally 
'eniained with men. 


The habit of receiving education has 


>een for centuries a masculine habit, al- 
most, as it were, by special grant, in 
pile of a few sporadic instances of scliol- 
ry women. 
And as some forms of 


raining are so disciplinary that what was 
ducation in sire becomes like intuition 
n son, sex itself might be said to exer- 
ise influence and make the masculine 
rain at this date really the superior, yet 
lot necessarily to continue so. For sex 
.oes not differentiate in the brain, and 
t will be difficult to create a belief that 
t is inherent there, or remotely apper- 
;ams to it. Like the heart and the lungs, 
he brain is sexless, a thing common to 
11 animal life. Both heart and lungs are 
arger in most men than in any woman, 
nd so the brain may be : but when we 
cmember that Leigh Hunt's hat shut

The Hon. John Stewart is the candi- 


date for Governor of the party who claim 
to be in advance of the rest of the commu- 
nity in matters and methods of reform. 
Of the gentlemen who support him, a 
large number are in favor of giving to 
their wives and daughters the same polit- 
ical privileges they themselves enjoy. 
Somo of them have for years, "with 
tongue and pen," earnestly and eloquently 
pleaded in behalf of woman suffrage. The 
advancement of woman's political status 
has been to them the work of years, while 
their labor for civil service reform has 
perhaps been of but a few months dura- 
tion. We conclude, therefore, that to 
aid women in securing their rights is-to 
them of much more importance than the 
attempt to regulate any irregularities in 
the civil service of this government, and 
that when the two come in conflict they 
will reject the mere matter of who should 
be officeholders, and vote against any per- 
son or persons whose avowed principles are 
against the enfranchisement of woman. 
Asa specimen of interesting reading in this 
connection, we present to the consideration 
of such persons the views of Hou. John 
Stewart, as expressed by himself in a 
speech in the debates of the convention to 
amend the Constitution of Pennsylvania. 
The speech was delivered on the fifth of 
February, 1873, and can be found in the 
first volumeonthe571stpage. If therewas 
ever a time in the history of the State 
when the friends of the woman suffrage 
movement needed a champion, it was when 
the convention to frame the new Consti- 
tution was in session. 
Then was the 


golden opportunity. 
All words will be 


ineffectual now until a proposition to 
amend the Constitution in this regard is 
brought before the people. It is plain, 
then, to the most casual observer, that 
Mr. Stewart improved his opportunity to 
deal a blow at the cause of the political 
equality of women, which its friends 
should promptly resent at the polls. Mr. 
Stewart's remarks, in part, were as fol- 
lows : 


"If I am right, sir, in saying that the 


position woman occupies to-day is not 
artificial or conventional, but the position 
to which nature has assigned her, then it 
follows, I think, that to do aught that 
would disturb or interfere with the rela- 
tions she sustains In and by virtue of that 
position, would be unwise and hazardous. 
These relations are of the closest endear- 
ment and widest sanctity. 
They form 


the foundation of all civilized society and 
government. You cannot weaken the 
foundation without endangering the whole 
edifice. And I know, sir, of no s'urer 
way of weakening that foundation than by 
conferring upon women the right of suf- 
frage. 
If we are to preserve the family 


as it is, we must preserve woman as she 
is. To introduce her into the world of 
politics, is to expose her to influences 
which must transform her from the being 
she is, into one more like ourselves. Pol- 
itics may not be essentially base and de- 
basing. I do not say that it is. But 
this I do say, that the passions it engen- 
ders, the aspirations it begets, the con- 
flicts it occasions must in the very nature 
of things weaken, and in the end dis- 
solve the family relation, if she, upon 
whom that relation depends, is made sub- 
ject to them.
